Last year the 8.4 cent mailing was not to our advan- 
tage but since we have almost doubled the number of newsletters sent out at 
one time, it is now to our advantage. The cost of the permit (a one time ex- 
pense) was $30.00, Each year we must also pay a 340.00 mailing fee over and 
above the 8,4 cent per letter. I have figured these expenses versus the 
regular price of mailing and we are gaining. In the year of a reunion, where 
more newsletters will be sent out, our savings will be even greater. Of 
course we must still pay the full .15 to letters going to Canada. 


As I mentioned once before, I am not too thrilled about the length of 
time it is taking for all of you to receive: the names and address@s of our 
members. However, now that we are using bulk mail, the weight of the newsletter 
can be substantially higher. Because of this, I will add 2 or 3 pages of 
membership list to the newsletters. In this way, by the end of this summer, 
you should have a complete list. Then keeping you posted on the new members 
will be quite simple. 


There isn't much update at this time about the 1981 reunion in Van Buren. 
However, I can assure you that plans are in the making. Your enthusiasm for 
this reunion is remarkable and from this enthusiasm, | predict attendance of 
at least 1,000, To those of you who either wrote to me or called me, be assured 
that your suggestions for the reunion will definitely be passed on to the Chair- 
man, Elmer Violette.
